FRANCO-RRITISH AGREEMENT. 


The agrcomont which was signod Inst month for 


uniting the interest in yoilways or railway con-. 


cossions north of the Yangtse River, is of groat 


_ fimpertance for . the future development of 


China. , . 

For many years the various groups tr ing to 
obtain concessiong from the Chinese Govera- 
ment xrecoived naturally ‘the anpport of tho 
Minister of their own nationality, and ulso, 
naturally, the violent opposition of the 
Ministers of avy other countrics whore rights 
yonld thereby be prejudiced. As this eron 
went so for’ as to finding the rival English 
groups opposing one another, the position of the- 
English Minister became one of considerable 
difficulty, and the task of the Peking Govern- 
mont of refusing ovncrasions wi the epsior. 
After some yeors of this unsatiefactory con 
dition of things the two principal English 
groujs agreed to consolidate sud apply for 
business in future on joint account. 'Phese 
dwo gronps were the Peking Syndicate and the 


British and Chinese Corporation. 

In order to curry «ut the agreement a com- 
pony was formed, eailed Chineso Central 
Raitwaya (Limited), witha capital of £100,000, 
of which equal amounts were snbscribed by. the 
Poking Syndicate aud thy British and Chinese 
Corporation. The rights transferred to this 
company were oll those which either party hold, 
or claitecd to hold, north of the Yangtse and 
south of Peking, with the exeaption of the small 


railway Velonging to. the Peking Syndicate |
